BIG R. F. D. APPROPRIATION. 


Committee Recommended More Than 
a Million Dollars Added. 


W ashington, March IO.—More than 
$1,000,000 was added by the house to 
the appropriation, recommended by 
the 
committee 
on 
postoffices 
and 
postroads, 
for the 
rural 
free 
de-* 
livery service for the year ending 
June 30, 191L 
This appropriation, it was stated, 
would be sufficient to perm it the es­ 
tablishm ent of 3,000 new rural free 
delivery routes, as it would make 
available for such extensions about 
$1,500,000. During the current fiscal 
year, $660,000 was available for ex­ 
tension of this service. 


'Washington, March 
IO.—The 
Ad­ 
ministration railroad bill was made 
the unfinished business of the sen­ 
ate today, and its consideration un­ 
til passed can not be interferred with 
except by appropriation bills. After 
the first reading had been conclud­ 
ed a number of bills were passed, 
including one to establish a court of 
patent appeals and one authorizing 
the 
construction 
of 
a 
$12,000,000 
building in Washington for the use 
of the departm ents of state, justice 
and commerce and labor. 
The house considered bills on its 
calendar, passing several measures 
of local importance. During the early 
portion of the session it sustained a 
point of order by which the bill for 
the construction of embassy build­ 
ings in foreign capitals will not be 
permitted again to come before the 
house during this session. The sen­ 
ate w*as in session four hours, the 
house adjourning an hour later. Both 
houses wttl be in sesion tomorrow*.
